preferved together dipole and Jntire, in bis anor 
oufe in the Warifh of Chelfea, give, Devife, and be- 
gueath, to certain Cruftees therein named, all that bis 
Collettion o2 Mufeum, at, in, o2 about bis faid aa- 
nor boufe, confifting of all bis Libzarp of Wooks, Draw- 
ings, ABanufcripts, Prints, Adedals, and Coins, ancient 
and modern Antiquities, Seals, Cameags, and Antaglios, 
jPrecious Stones, Agates, Jafpers, Ceflels of Agate and 
PJatper, Chopttals, epathematical Jnitruments, Drawings, 
and JPiftures, and all other @hings in the fain Collec- 
tion 02 Mufeum, move particularlp delcridbed and num- 
bered, with fhort iftories o2 Accounts of them, - with 
proper References in certain Catalogues by him made, 
containing Chirtp cight Columes in folio, and Cight 
Ciolumes in Quarto, (ercept fuch JPisures as are not 
marked with the Tod Collection) to have and to hold 
to them and their Succeflors and Afligns for ever, fo 
fuch JPurpofes, and with fuch-IPowers, and “under~fuch 
Reftriftions, as in the faid Codicil are erprefled, willing

both in Church and State s and further reciting, Chat the 
faid Libary had been preferved with the utmott Care op 
Sir Thomas Cotton, Son of the faid Sir Robert, anv bp 
Sit John Cotton then living, Gandion of the taiv Sir 
Robert ; an® had heen very much augmented bp them, 
and lodged in a werp proper lace in the fain Sir John’s 
ancient Mantion ibeule at Weftminfter, fox publick Cite 
and Advantage; it was enattet, Chat the faia apantion 
Houle, with the Garden, and all other Appurtenances, 
and alfo the faid Livearp, fhouid be vetted in Cruvtecs 
in the faid G4 named, and their Sueceffers, for ever, for 
the jPurpofes therein mentioned; and as fo2 and concern: 
ing the (aid Liharp, and the Room wherein the fame was 
02 ould be contained, tonether with a convenient jalage 
for teforting thereunto, upon thig Crust and Confidence, 
that the fain Crufiees and their Succefloys fhouly, from 
fime to time, and at all Gimes thereafter, as Dccafion 
fhould require, infpett, confult, anv take Care of the fain 
Wikwarpy, and other JParticulars above mentioned, and 
alfe make and appoint fuch Dyders and Rules as thev 
fhould think proper, for the reading and ufing the fame, 
and fo2 their better jrelervation, and te the Wntent 
and jOurpote that the fata Cruftecs, o2 the major Wart 
of them, thoul0 nominate and appoint a good and fits 
ficient jPerfan, tweil read in Antiquities and Records, 
to have the immediate Care and Cuftonyp of the faid Litrary: 
Gnd tebereas bp an Ait made in the Filth wear of the Reign 
of Mueen Anne, intituled, An Aét for the better fecuring 
Her Majefty’s Purchafe of Cotton Houf? in Weftminfter ; veeit: 
ing the fait foymer At made in the Twelfth and Chir- 
teenth ear of the WReian of Bing William the Chirn; 
and alfo reciting, that fince the making of the fain Get 
verp little Had been Done in purfuance thereof, to make 
the fad Libary ufeful to the jOublick, ercept what hav 
been then fatelp done at ber Gpalefty’s Charge, and that 
there was ne Clap o2 alae to it fet out, as the fain 
At Did Diret, no could there be any Tap o2 WPaflane 
to the fame, But though the belt Rooms of the: boute, 
tonich would renBer the Woufe wholly ufeiefs to the 
Family ; fo that the Liharp could not be reforten 
unts, noz had anp Wzders o2 Rules heen appointed for 
reading 02 ufing the fame, and thereby the IPublick 
was wholly Depived of the Wenelit defigned bp the 
fain At ; and that the lace ‘wherein the fain WLi- 
nary was then contained, twas a narrew little Room, 
bamp and impoper for preflersing the Wooks and jOa- 
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pers; and that ier OPayetty, to the Jntent fo great a 
Creature of Wooks and Adanufcripts, fo genersufip given 
for the publick Service, might not remain anp longer 
ufelefs, and in Danger of perifhing for want of Due 
Care, and that it might be in ber MBajelip’s jOower 
to make that moft naluable Colletion ufetul to ber 
own Subjetts, and all {earned jroweigners, had given 
Direttions for treating with the faid Sir John Cotton 
for the JOurchafe of the faid Cotton Houfe and Garden ; 
and that an Agreement had been made for the Jpur- 
chafing the Sinberitance thereof for the Gum of four 
thoufand and five bundyed JOounds, tbich ber wWajettp 
had diretted to be paid on the invefting the Fnberitance 
of the jpiemiffes in er Majeltp, ber Heirs, and Suc- 
ceflors, which could not be Done but bp Att of [Parita- 
ment, the fain recited At having Diretted it might noc 
be fold o2 aliened; it was therefore enatied, Chat the 
faid Capital Mefluage called Cotton Houle, and the @ar- 
Den and Wuildings ufed and enjoyed with the fame, 
with the Appurtenances, fhould be vetted in iber Majesty, 
Her ibeirs and Succeflors: And it was thereby further 
enaticd and Declared, Chat a convenient Room hould 
be built in o2 near art of the faid Ground theredp in- 
tended to be vetted in iber oajelty, as ber AVajetip, er 
Heirs, and Succeffors thould, by Criting under the 
Sign Manual, appoint; in which Room, jehen built, 
all the faid SBanufcripts, CTCiritten Books, Jvapers, 
jParchments, Records, and other Ademonials, as alfo alt 
Coins, Wedais, and other Rarities and Curiofities in the 
faid Libary contained, fhould be fodged and there remain 
to all jpofterityp; and that the faid Room, when buitit, 
fhould fo ever be called and known bp the Mame 
of the Cottonian Library; and that from the Build- 
ing thereof, the fait Library thould be managed and 
viretted bp the Crufiees therein named, as Cruftees to 
and for the Gife of the Publick fo. ever: And whereas 
although the publich jfaith bath been thus engaged to 
provide for the better Reception and more convenient 
dife of the Cottonian Library, a proper Repofitorp foz 
that JOurpofe bath not pet been prepared; for the want 
of which, the faid Litmarp DID, in the ieear of our 
Lov One thoufand feven Hundeed and thirty one, fuffer 
bp a fire, which confumed the boule wherein the fame 
was then placed, and what remains of the faid Litrary 
fill continues in the Room, to which upon the Decafion of 
the faid fire it was removed; and JPerfons defirous to 
view and contult the Creatire of Wooks and wanulcripts
